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-DISGRACEFUL SCENES 


WHICH CHARACTERIZE THE ACTS 
OF THE REPUBLICANS. 


ANOTHER DAY OF SENSATIONS. 


Even the Republican Papers Score Cannon 
for His Disgracegul Language and 
Reed for Ignoring It. 


WASHINGTON, August 28.-—[Special.}— 
The wild scenes of yesterday in the house 
found an echo today. The language, however, 
‘was not so yulgar, and words instead of fists, 
were used. Of course, the lie was passed, but 
that is nothing these days since the republicans 
have commenced fighting among themselves, 

The fight opened early. The compound lard 
Dill was rushed through the first thing, Tom 
Reed counting a quorum before the southern 
democrats could escape from the hall, although 
they rushed out in great haste. 

Then Mr. Williams, of Illinois, a demccrat, 
arose to a question of personal privilege, and 
scored Blackguard Joe Cannon for placing his 
name on the “black list.”’ 

Speaker Reed attempted to cut Mr. Williams 
off, when Joe Cannon cried out: “Let him go 
on; he can’t hurt anybody.” 

Mr. Williams replied: ‘‘No; the gentleman 
from Illinois can’t be hurt, after the proceed- 
ings of yesterday.”’ 

The democrats laughed. Cannon jumped 
to his feet in a rage, and commenced to tell 
about the report of his remarks in the 
Record, saying they were literal, and the 
country could judgeof them. Then he yelled: 

“T am only afraid of the lies told out of this 
chamber.”’ 

Mr. Enloe, who knew, as every one else did, 
that Mr. Cannon’s remarks had been toned 
down in the Record, started to deny the state- 
ment, but Speaker Reed would not allow him 
to talk. 

There were cries for Cannon’s words to be 
taken down where he referred to “‘lies,’’ but 
tyrant Tom Reed would not hear to it. 

At thisthere was a great uproar. Members 
shouted from all over the house at the speaker, 
but he continued to pound his desk and 
would listen to no one. 

Mr. McClammy, of North Carolina, rushed 
down in front and yelled out, loud enough to 
be heard above the roar, that he wanted to 
introduce a resolution calling upon Wana- 
maker to exclude the Congressional Record 
from the mails on account of its being an in- 
decent, vulgar and immoral publication Which 
would, to use his expression, “lay Kreutzer 
Sonata in the shade.”’ 

But Reed would hear no one. He pounded and 
pounded until the voices of members had worn 
out and order restored. 

Then Billy Mason took the floor to make 
geome explanations about his fight against the 
lard bill. He said under Reed’s rules he had 
no opportunity to discuss the bill. He had 
been a party to making them, as a good repub- 
lican he would stand by them, but it was very 
hard to take his own medicine. However, he 
had done it, and he has no apologies to make. 

Mr. Funston, of Kansas, another republican, 
denied that Mr. Mason had not been given a 
hearing on the bill. Mr. Mason reaffirmed his 
statement. Reed tried to -cut Funston off, 
when the Kansan allowed his angry passions 
to rise and, while Reed was pounding his desk 
and Mason was talking, Funston, raising his 
foghorn voice, yelled out above the din; 

“When Mr. Mason says he was not given a 
hearing he utters a falsehood.” 

Immediately there was a wild and in- 
describable scene. 

Soniebody yelledf ‘‘Hit him Billy!’”’ but the 
men were too far apart to strike. Mr. Cheadle, 
of Indiana, demanded that the words be 
taken down. Reed, to protect his pirates, re- 
fused to hear, but Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, 
insisted. Quiet was restored again and the 
words were taken town. 

Reed hurried a page off to Mason, and the 
Tllinois man arose to say, ‘‘I ‘know the gentle- 
man from Kansas didn’t mean to say that; 
now did you?” 

Funston nodded. 

“T know he didn’t,’ continued Mason, ‘‘and 
I forgive him now its all over.” 

But the democrats wouldn’t have it that 
way. The words were read out by the clerk, 
and Mr. Funston arose and said he had only 
said Mr. Mason had told a falsehood, pro- 
vided he made a certain statement. 

‘‘Mr. Mason says he did not make it, and I 
Withdraw my remarks.” 

This created laughter and ended the matter. 

The Northern Papers Talk Out. 

Tom Reed and Cannon are scored unmerci- 
fully by all the northern papers this morning. 
They are unanimous in denouncing Cannon as 
a dirty blackguard, and call upon him to get 
out of congress, while Reed is censured as a 
bulldozer and equally a blackguard for allow- 
ing the scenes of yesterday. 

The gentlemen of both parties are disgusted 
that the dignity of the house should have been 
lowered to that of a grog shop. Cannon is being 
shunned and avoided by the respectable ele- 
ment of the house. One man even refused to 
shake his hand this morning, saying he did 
not care to know a man who, by his coarse and 
filthy vulgarity, had degraded the house and 
every member thereof. 

Georgia’s Population. 

Lhe census office today completed a postal 
card estimate of the population of Georgia. 
The figures are 1,900,000, an increase of about 
850,000 over the census of 1880. 

Thus if, under the reapportionment of 
representation in the house, the population is 
increased to 190,000 to a congressman Georgia 
will hold her own, and if it is not increased 
above 170,000 toa representative Georgia will 
gain one. However, as it is likely to be in- 
creased to 180,000 Georgia will simply hold her 
own with 100,000 tospare. Each congressman 
now only represent 155,000 people.

THE RECIPROCITY AMENDMENT. 


Yext of the Bill Reported from the Finance 
Committee. 


WasHineton, August 28.—Following is the 
text of the reciprocity amendment to the tariff 


bill, in the form of a new section proposed 
today by Senator Aldrich, from the finance 


committee: 

Section 2. That exemptions from duty of sugar, 
molasses, coffee, tea and hides, provided for in 
this act, are made with the view to secure recip- 
rocal trade with countries producing these 
articles, and for the purpose, on and aiter the 
ist day of July, 1891, whenever, and so often as the 

: ident. — be —— — the government 

any country producing an ng sugar, 
olasses, coffee, tea and hides, raw and uncured, 


any of such articles, im duties or other 
exactions upon eatel ox ether products of ) its 


the United States, which in view of the free in- 
troduction of such sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and 
hides into the United States, he may deem to be 
reciprocally unequal and unjust, he shall have 
the power and it shall be his. duty to suspend, by 
proclamation to that effect, the provisions of this 
act relating to the free introduction of such sugar, 
molasses, coffee, tea and hides the production of 
such country for such ‘time as he shall 
decm just, and in such case, and daring such sus- 
pension duties shall be levied, collected and paid 
upon sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and hides, the 
product of or ex d from such ee 
countries as follows, namely: All sugars notaboeve 
No. 13 Dutch standard in color, shall pay duty on 
their polariscopic test, as fullows, namely: ' All 
sugars not ahove No. 13 Dutch standard in color, 
all tank bottoms, syrups of cane juice, or of beet 
juice, melada, concentrated melada, concrete and 
concentrated molasses, testing by polariscope not 
above seventy-five degrees, seven-tenths of one 
cent per pound, and for every additional degree, 
or fraction of degree, shown by polariscopic test, 
two-huncredths of one cent per pound additional, 

All sugarsfabove No. 13 Dutch standard in. 
color, shal! be classified by the Dutch staggiard 
of color, and pay duty as follows: All sugar 
above No. 13, and not above No. 16 Dutch 
standard of color, 13% cents per pound. All sugar 
above No. 16, and not above No. 20 Dutch standard 
of color, 154 cents per pound. All sugar above No, 
20 Dutch standard of color, 2cents per pound, 
Molasses, testing above fifty-six degtees, 4 cents 
eh pound. Sugar drainings and sugar sweep- 

ngs shall be subject to duty either on molasses 
or sugar, as the case may be, according to 
polariscopic test. On coffee, 3 cents per pound. 
On tea, 20 cents per pound, hides,raw or un- 
cured, whether dry, salted or pickled. Any goat 
skins, raw, without wool, unmanufactured asses’ 
skins,raw or unmanufactured, and skins, except 
sheep skins, with wool on, 1% cents per pound.

LAND GRANT FORFEITURES. 


The Settlement With the Mobile and Girard 
Rallroad Company. 


WASHINGTON, August 28.—Conferees on the 
land grant forfeiture bill have agreed upon a 
compromise measure. It is the house bill, 
with some modifications, providing for a gen- 
eral forfeiture of unearned grants, the princi- 
pal of features which have been given hereto- 
fore. As to the Mobile and Girard railroad 
company of Alabama, itis provided that it shall 
be entitied to landearned by the construction 
of its line from Girard to Troy—eighty-four 
miles. Lands disposed of by the company not 
exceeding the amount so earned, shall be in- 
cluded in the settlement with the secretary of 
the interior; provided said landshave no bona 
fide pre-emption or homestead claims filed 
thereon January 1, 1890. The prov@ions of 
the act must be in writing by the railroad 
company within ninety days after its passage. 
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TO REDISTRICT VIRGINIA. 


An Extra Session of the Legislature for 
that Purpose. 

RicHMOND, Va., August 28.—[Special.]—It 
is believed in democratic legislative circles 
that the legislature will be convened in extra 
session probably early in January next. 

The most important subjects to be consid- 
ered at the extra session will be the reappor- 
tionment of the state for members of congress, 
necessitated by the increased representation to 
which Virginia will be entitled, and the debt 
scheme, expected to be submitted by the cred- 
itors. 

The new census will give this state one addi- 
tional representative, and the legislature will 
have tomake a new district for this extra 
member. This may necessitate a chfnge in 
several, if not nearly all, of the districts, as at 
present arranged. The last ap- 
portionment for congressmen was made 
by the democratic legislature of 1853-4. 
In 1881-2 Mahone was prevented from gerry- 
mandering the state by the famous revolt of 
the Newberry ‘‘big four’’ senators. The result 
was that the redistricting fell to the lot of the 
democrats who secured control of the next 
legislature. 

That party made no attempt to gerrymander, 
but arraying the districts as fairly as has ever 
been done and at present the republicans have 
two districts—the second and fourth—in which 
the voters of that party are overwhelmingly 
dominant. The first district is also repub- 
lican, possibly bya small vote. In a rearrange- 
ment of the districts the same ratio of com- 
parative strength between the two parties will 
doubtless be preserved. 

Nebraska Prohibitionists. 

LINCOLN, Neb., August 28.—The state pro- 
hibition convention concluded its labers here 
today. Dr. B. L. Paine, of Lincoln, was nomi- 
nated for governor by acclamation. George W. 
Woodby, a colored man, was unanimously 
chosen - for lieutenant governor; Charles 
Watts, for secretary of state; A. Fitch, Jri, 
for auditor; H. W. Hardy, for state treasurer; 
Judge F. P. Wigton, for attorney general; C. 
Cleson, for commissioner, and Mrs. Mary R. 
Morgan, for state superintendent of schools.

A letter in his pocket showed that he 
has a son whois in the employ of the Pensa- 
cola, Fla., gas company, and who isa de- 
faulter to that company, and the company 
showed considerable leniency to the young 
man, allowing him to make good his deficit 
by paying monthly installments. He did not 
ake payments promptly, and the company 
wrote to his father about the matter. It is 
supposed this trouble caused the suicide.

HAD KILLED SEVEN MEN, 

Turner was one in the gang of Turners who 
have raised somuch “cain” in Bell county | 
during the last few years. He is charged with: 
having killed seven men in his lifetime. He™ 
fought the Hatfields fora year. The feuds 
between the warring factions became so great 
and so many were killed that about all of each 
family were wiped from the face of the earth, 
Since the railroad Went into the wild region 
the men have become more settled. 

HOW THE TOWN MADE FRIENDS. 

The Middlesborough authorities have won ; 
the friendship of all desperadoes by making % 
one or two leaders of the various factions po- * 
lice officers in that city. Save an occasional 
trouble once or twice last year, matters have 
been peaceful. Turner has been conducting 
a saloon in Middlesborough. 

Just what caused the affair between him 
and Wannick is not known definitely here, 
but itis said tohave been the outgrowth of 
an old feud. Both men were as bloody as 
butchered hogs when the fight ceased, and 
that did not take place until both were on the 
ground unable to rise. 


HE OPENED REGISTERED LETTERS 


And Detectives Chased Him to New Or- 
leans and Captured Him, 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 28.—[Special.]— 
Seated in one of the easy chairs in the Cen- 
tral hotel lobby, apparently deeply engrossed 
in reading a newspaper, was a young man of 
uncommonly attractive appearance. His face 
was a remarkably handsome one, and he was 
stylishly attired in a neat-fitting suit of black.

One would be 
very likely to mentally observe, ‘‘a good 
looking fellow,’’ and pass on.

this morning, and left at 12 o’clock on the 
Carolina Central for Wilmington. Kenneday 
was considered amoral young man, and his 
downfall wasa great shock to the people of 
Wilmington. He comes of .a good family, for 
whom great sympathy is expressed. 


A PUZZLING QUESTION. 


Who Had the Valise Found Near the Mur- 
dered Man? 

Rinaaotp, Va., August 28.—[Special.]— 
The sentational murder reported from the 
Catoosa mines by last night’s dispatches, has 
created considerable discussion along the line. 
The report asitis lacks anthenticity—that is 
in its minor details, but the general points 
were correct andcan be substatiated.

Several weeks agoa 
Mr. Turner, of Graysville, died very suddenly. 
While his corpse was lying in state his valise 
was stolen from his room, ang his friends have 
been on the lookout ever since, but up to the 
time the telegram appeared in THE ConstTI- 
TUTION nothing definite could be found of its 
whereabouts. It now seems that the fellow 
who murdered the other man was in possession 
of the stolen valise. Today Mr. Vaughan, of 
the Graysville manufacturing company, tele- 
graphed your Ringgold correspondent for full 
particulars.

A BIG FORGERY. 


Meyers and His 
Birmingham, 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 28.—[Special.]— 

Today the Alabama National Bank received 

from a bank in St. Paula check for $46,600, 

to which the name of J. P. Mudd, president 
of the Central Savings Bank, of this city, had 
been forged. 

The check was payable to J. Meyers, who 
had cashed it at the St. Paul bank. 

The bank there was wired that the check 
was a forgery, and later a telegram was re- 
ceived froma Pinkerton detective asking if 
Meyer was wanted in this city. 

Meyers came here from Cincinnati last Feb- 
ruary and announced that he represented the 
stockholders of the Birmingham Rolling Mill 
Company and had been sent to settle a strike 
which was on at that time. .The strike was 
settled without him and then he engaged 
in several little transactions which gave him 
the reputation of being a very slick citizen 

Recently he borrowed some money from 
here and pairs a large unpaid board bill at 
a leading hotel left the city. His father is 
said to be a wealthy and prominent citizen of 
Cincinnati, and if he is prosecuted for the 
forgery at St. Paul no effort will be made to 
bring him back here.

COLONEL OATES WINS. 


HE IS RENOMINATED BY ACCLA- 
MATION 


IN THE THIRD ALABAMA YESTERDAY 


_Phe Democrats of Indiana Turn Out in Great

Uston Srrinas, Ala., August 28.—[Special.] 
man Oates was renominated here to-

This district, which is composed of the coun- 
ies of Barbour, Henry, Dale, Geneva, Coffee, 

Russell, Lee and Bullock, is one of the fore- 

most in the state in wealth and intelligence. 

The present representative, Colonel William 
©. Oates, is now serving his fifth term. 

Six months ago -no man, nor set of men, 
could have defeated him. He was popular with 
all classes, and was the idol of the old soldiers. 
No murmur of opposition was heard, and it 
was almost a settled conclugion that the gal- 
Jant colonel could stay in congress as long as 
he wished. So intimately was he connected 
and so perfectly in unison and harmony 


Was he thought to be with the most of the 


Citizens of the district that the Farmers’ 
Alliance sought early to enlist his services in 
their behalf. This organization has quite a 
darge membership in this section of Alabama, 
and could easily do anything it wanted to, 
Were its members to act together in harmony. 

This order, through Captain James M. 
Hobdy, of Barbour county, a prominent al- 
Hanceman and farmer, addressed a letter to 
Colonel Oates, seeking his influence in behalf 
of the subtreasury bill. 

This was several monthsago. Colonel Oates 
replied, and his letter was widely published. 
He was the first congressman who, at the re- 
quest of a constituent, expressed views bit- 
terly antagonistic to the subtreasury bill. This 
letter roused the ire of a good many hitherto 
Oates men. Afterwards came the most re- 
markable gubernatorial campaign ever seen in 
This campaign only served to con- 
centrate the opposition to Colonel Oates. 

Still, everyone conceded his re-election, or, 
rather, his renomination, which amounts to 
the same thing as an election in this state. 
The various counties which compose this dis- 
trict, with one exception, elected their dele- 
gates to the. congressional convention at the 
Same time the delegates to the state conven- 
tion were elected. 

Henry, Dale and Coffee—with 28 votes— 
instructed for Oates; while Barbour, Russell, 
Bullock and Geneva—with 34 votes—either 
yoted down resolutions of instruction for Oates 
or took no action in the matter. Lee county, 


with its seven delegates, was the only county 
left to act. 

Great interest was manifested in its action, 
and when its delegation was instructed for 
Oates his friends thought his election sure, 
inasmuch as he had secured 35 instructed 
votes out of the 69, the whole number of dele- 
gates to the convention. The opposition, 
though sorely discomfited, still remained in 
the field. 

Every effort was made at a combination, 


looking to the defeat of Colonel Oates. 


So energetic and determined was this op- 
position that his friends could be certain of 
nothing until the convention met today. 

THE OPPOSITION’S, PLAN. 


The leaders of the opposition were all men 
of political experience, and seemed confident 
of their methods. Although outnumbered in 
the convention, they claimed that a goodly 
number, perhaps even a majority, of the-in- 
structed delegates were with them upon the 
subtreasury, and they relied on the support of 
such delegates tocarry their point. 

Some of the extreme anti-Oates men were 
in favor of ignoring instructions entirely, 
and nominating some one supposed to represent 
the wishes of a majority of the delegates. They 
claimed that since the election of some of the 
instructed delegations new issues had arisen, 
and that had these issues been agitated at such 
elections, delegations opposed to Oatesfwould 
have been secured; hence they claimed that 
the instructions are void and of no effect. 

The more conservative of the opposition had 
another plan. They admit that new issues 
have arisen, but at the same time they recog- 
nize as final the instructions of the counties. 
Their plan was to give Colonel Oates the 
nomination, but at the same time to hamper 
him in such a manner that he would have to 
resignin order to preserve his honor. They 
had two plans. One was to pass resolutions 
reciting the causes which led to a majority of 
the delegates being sent instructed for Oates, 
and defining the new issues that have arisen, 
and saying to the colonel that while he re- 
ceives the nomination in deference to county 
instructions, yet it was the wish of the major- 
ity of the convention that he _  de- 
cline said nomination. The other 
plan was to pass resolutions in 
favor of the subtreasury bill, and to base the 
nomination of a candidate on adhererce to 
the principles involved therein. In either 
case it was thought Colonel .OateS’ would re- 
fuse the nomination.

ENTHUSIASM IN INDIANA. 


The Democratic State Convention Largely 
Attended—The Platform Adopted. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 28—The demo- 
cratic convention was called to order in Tom- 
linson hall at 10 o’clock this morning, by 
Chairman Jewett, of the state committee. 
who immediately announced ex-Governor 
Isaac Gray as chairman. Thirteen hundred 
and three delegates occupied seats on the 
floor, while the lobbies and galleries were 
filled with a larger crowd of democrats than 
has-been gathered together in this state for 
many years before. The platform, which isa very 
long one, was received with great enthusiasm. 

Claude Matthews was nominated for secre- 
tary of state. Mr. Matthews is the most ex- 
tensive farmer in Indiana, and his nomination 
is something of a tribute to the farmers’ alli- 
ance. J.QO. Henderson, editor of The Koko- 
mo Dispatch, was nominated for auditor. The 
first and second ballots for state treasurer were 
without result. 

Upon national political topics, the platform 
says: 

fe, the democracy of Indianapolis, in con- 
vention assembled for the first time since the 
memorable contest of 1888, when we went down in 
defeat, but not dishonor, overcome by the shame- 
less methods of Dudleyism and “blocks of five,” 
do solmnly declare: 

That the electoral vote of Indiana was obtainea 
for Harrison and Morton by the most flagrant 
crime against the ballot box ever perpetrated in 
an American commonwealth; that these crimes 
were committed under the direct auspices of Will-

It strikes down home rule and local self- 
government; suggests and encourages fraudulent 
elections and provides machinery to accomplish 
dishonest returns and false certificates of eiec- 
tions; fosters sectionalism and bayonet rule 
wherever the interest of the people invites 
peace, fraternity and unity; outrages traditions 
and customs of a century by giving 
a life tenure to partisan returning 
boards; makes the legislative and execu- 
tive branches dependent upon the judiciary and 
converts the judiciary into an instrument of op- 
pression and corruption; involves an unnecessary 
expenditure of millions of the people’s moncy, 
and in Indiana nullifies the Andrews election law, 
passed by the last legislature over the determined 
opposition of republicans. We declare that in- 
terference of any kind by the tederal government 
with state elections isa dangerous menace to 
the form of government bequeathed us by the 
framers of the constitution, and that the intelli- 
gence and patriotism of the American people can 
safely be trusted to remedy anyevils that may 
exist in our elections. 

Governor Gray, on taking the chair, spoke 
for over an hour, dealing principally with 
state issues. His reference to ex-President 
Cleveland was received with tremendous ap- 
plause. A resolution wasadopted tomake the 
state central committee a permanent body, 
elected every two years on Jackson’s Day, 
January 8th.

WONDERFUL HORSE

WINS 


Three and a Half Seconds—The Story 
of the Run. 


New York, August 28.—[Special.]—Sal- 
vator is the king. Ten Broeck’s record for 
one mile, made May 27, 1877,is beaten 32 sec- 
onds, Haggins’s great horse covering the dis 
tance in 1:354. If this does not prove Salvator 
tobe the horse of the century then some 
further record which he is sure to break before 
long will prove it. 

When Salvator made his appearance on the 
Monmouth track today he was cheered by 
thousands. Behind Salvator, like servants in 
waiting, came Namona and Rosetta. They 
were worthy of the honor assigned them, for 
Namona is a sister to Ballarat and Rosetta is 
a sister to Sorrento. They were stationed, 
Namona at the start with Salvator, and 
Rosetta half-way down. 

The announcement appeared on the black- 
board that Salvator would carry 110 poundsin 
his race against time. This meant that theexe- 
cutive committee had refused to reinstate Mure 
phy and that Haggin had been persuaded ta 
start his horse. Right after the third race he 
was brought on the track and in company with 

tosetta was given his warming up gallop. Then 
there was delay, but finally Salvator appeared 
followed by Rosetta and another horse, who 
were to act as pacemakers. F. Hall, J. J. 
Galway, F. Littlefield, D. D. Withers, W. L. 
Scott and Trainer Rogers acted as timekeepers. 

All that the thousands on the grand stand 
saw was a puff of dust far up the stretch, and 
then a moving speck swiftly leave another 
speck that straightway fell far back and dis- 
appeared. Poor Namona! She was passed 
as the pine trees are passed when the cyclone 
sweeps through them. She had hardly started 
well before Salvator was so far in front of her 
that pursuit was useless. 

Down the thin ribbon of dust came Salvator, 
moving so swiftly that the thousands in the 
grand stand had scarcely time to notice 
Namona’s fate when Rosetta was beside 
Salvator. Half the distance had now been 
traversed. Bravely did Rosetta face the con- 
queror, and fora moment they were together. 
It was only for a moment, however, for Sal- 
vator was now sweeping down the stretch like 
a machine imbued with life. 

Rosetta was tossed aside like an idle leaf, 
and then Salvator came down alone. Just as 
he passed the paddock gate, Berger raised his 
whip and jet it fall without striking the noble 
horse, and so he came past the shouting thou- 
sands until he crossed the finishing iine, and 
the great race was over. 


Hundreds of watches, all over the stand, - 


kept the record, so thatthe cheering began 
long before the judges hung out 1:354. 

How they cheered! It wasan echo of that 
cheer which arose in Kentucky on that May 
day hirteen years ago. 

If Ten Broeck is in heaven—where General 
Buford said she belonged with MeWhirter— 
he feltno envious or jealous repinings yester- 
day, for the mile record was won, and hon. 
estly won by the grandest thoroughbred that 
ever trod on the American turf.

The most extraordinary feature of Salvator’s 
race was the enormous gap he made in the 
record. No one who has watched him was 
surprised to see him beat the record, but every 
one was surprised to see him beat it so much. 

It was something unprecedented, and the 
performance yesterday was one which will not 
soon be approached. 


Here in Atlanta the trial was watched 
through the medium of the turf exchanges, 
with the greatest interest. The halls where 
the tickers told the story of the run and the 
time at the quarters were crowded, and there 
was, of course, but one topic of conversation, 
‘*‘Would Salvator lower the record?” That 
was often asked and the answer came back, 
“If Salvator can’t no horse can.’”’ 

When the two words ‘Salvator’ and 
‘‘time’’ were first placed on the boards, the 
statement was made that Murphy, the little 
black demon, would ride the great king. 
Later came the announcement that Murphy 
had been ruled off, and that Bergin would 
ride, and Salvator stock fell perceptibly. Bets 
against his breaking the record were soe 
plentiful then that the exchanges finally 
found it necessary to announce that no more 
would be taken. 

Then the race. Every tick of the ticker was 
listened to with as much interest as if every 
man in the house was a telegraph operator and 
could translate the mystic taps. The great 
first quarter brought a cheer as did each suc- 
cessive one; and when the figures 1:35} were 
put upon the boards, the shout could be heard 
blocks away. The record had been broken, 
and such a break! 

“‘T remember when Herzog held the record 
for a mile,’’ said Mr. Jack Spalding, who was 
in a reminiscent mood. “His time was 1:43. 
This was clipped off a quarter of a second at a 
time until Ten Broeck covered the distance at 
Louisville, Ky., with 110 pounds up, in 1:393. 
Longfellow in his great race with Kingfisher 
at 14 miles ran one mile of the distance in 1:40, 
which was the best till Ten Broeck. Racine, 
California horse, covered the mile in 1:39} at 
Chicago this summer. 

‘In Salvator’s race with Tenny “he ran the 
whole distance, one and one-fourth miles, in 
2:05, or at the rate of 1:40 per mile for the 
whole distance. Salvatoris four years old, 
and was bredin Kentucky. He is by Prince 
Charlie, who is dead. In my opinion he is the 

test horse this country ever saw, and I 
oubt if the world ever saw his superior. That 
time, 1:354, will stand as the record for many @ 
year.”’ *

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MACON’S JAIL DELIVERY. 


The Fugitives from Justice Not Yet Heard 
From. 

Macon, Ga., August 28.—[{Special.]}—The 
jail delivery is still one of the chief topics of 
conversation. As yet the fugitives have not 
been heard from, and there are 
many who think they never will, though some 
assert that they will be captured before the 
end of the week. Yesterday many people vis- 
ited the jail and inspected the cell from which 
the men escaped. 

One of the witnesses was a machinist, and 
after making a thorough examination of the 
work, he explained how it was done. He said 
the prisoners used a saw well known 
to burglars, and that it was an easy 
thing to do. He says the saw 
is about the size of the mainspring of a watch. 
He says it can be secreted in the hair or hid in 
the mouth. The saw, he says, can 
cut through anything, and would do 
the work done at the jail in fif- 
teen minutes. Anacid, he stated was used 
which softeued the iron, and made the worx 
noiseless and easily done. 

He said, too, that he considered the cell ab- 
solutely unsafe, and stated that all one needed 
to escape was aid from the outside in securing 
such an implement. He said the saw was 
undoubtedly bought for the men in New York 
or some other northern city, as it could not be 
purchased in this section. 

Jailer Birdsong feels that a wrong has been 
done him by somebody, and says he will find 
out who didit. He is confident, also, that the 
men receiyed outside help. 

He is making every effort to effect their 


capture, but nothing at all has been heard of | 


him.

WEALTH IN HOUSTON. 


Into Reported Fields of 
Phosphate Beds. 

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., August 28.—[Special.] 
THE CONSTITUTION representative returned a 
day or two ago from a visit to Houston county. 
The object of the visit was the investigation 
of the information that phosphate had been 
found in the eastern part of the county in the 
neighborhood of Ross Hill, and that discoveries 
had been made on several plantations in the 
neighborhood. 

One entire day was spent prospecting around 

toss Hill, and while the party were poorly 
equipped for the work, the searches were con- 
vinced that there is phosphate in Houston 
county. Whether in sufficient quantities to 
make the working profitable remains to be 
seen, but the impression is that Crooked creek 
will become as famous as Pease river, in south 
Florida. 

That capitalists have some faith in the phos- 
phate beds of Houston there is no doubt, for 
they have had experts at work for several 
months prospecting and getting options on 
land, until now they control nearly every acre 
in the eastern part of the county. Their work 
has been done quietly, for their object has been 
to get options of the lands before the people 
realized what these discoveries meant. 

Should it be found that phosphate is not 
there in sufficient quantity to pay to work it, 
the capitalists will not suffer very much, for 
they control thousands of acres of green sand 
marl. There are millions in the marl, for it is 
essentially the same as the New Jersey marl, 
which redeemed that state from almost sterility 
to astonishing productiveness. This Houston 
county marl has a commercial value of from $4 
to $5 a ton:

A FIRE IN SANDERSVILLE. 


A Correspondent Calls His Powers of 
Description into Play. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., August 28.—[Special.]— 
Last night about 11 o’clock, the inhabitants in 
the northern and centre portion of the city, 
discovered a bright blaze issuing above the 
houses and tree tops towards the south, and 
the alarm was immediately given. It was at 
first thought that the extreme southern end 
of Branhamville, a negro suburb to Sanders- 
ville, was afire, and amid the ringing of bells 
and the loud shouts of the populace to awake 
the sleeping ones, the people hurried frantic- 
ally on, keeping in view the volume of smoke 
and the bright glare that stood out against the 
clear sky beyond. 

But the fire was not in Branhamyille, 
and then everybody concluded it was the 
dwelling house on the plantation of Mr. B. T. 
Rawlings, one and one-half miles from the 
city. ‘Lhe erowd, numberimg several hundred 
people, rushed on until they came up to the 
flames. The conjectures had been all wrong, 
for instead of ‘the residence it was the large 
barn and stable on the premises that 
had become a prey to the  devour- 
ing enemy. The barn was not far 
distant from the residence and Mr. Culpepper 
and his family, who live on the place, after 
releasing all the stockin the stable, one or 
two of which was badly burned, turned their 
attention to the residence, fearing it was in 
danger. Ready assistance was at hand and in 
a short while everything was removed from 
the resicence to a place of safety. 

The loss is about $1,500. The barn was 
stored with forage, such as fodder, hay, peas, 
corn, etc., and this, with the destruction of 
the barn, makes the loss as above. There was 
no insurance. How it started is not known.

THE FORMAL NOMINATION IN THE 
TENTH. 


Some Right Lively Scenes in the Convention 
—An Anti-Subtreasury Resolution 
Voted Down. 

Haruiem, Ga., August 27.—[Special.]— 
The tenth district convention was called to 
order by Major Cumming, of Augusta, who 
positively declined the post of permanent 
chairman, which was offered him. R. A. 
Kelly, of Washington, was elected chairman, 
and Lyon Martin, of Augusta, secretary. 

The convention was interspersed with a 
breezy colloquy between Major Cumming and 
Judson McElmurray, of Waynesboro. E. P. 
Calloway, . of Burke, nominated Watson for 
congressman, and was seconded by J. E.

other candidate before the convention. This 
was done. 

Major Cumming introduced a resolution 
condemning the subtreasury plan as undemo- 
cratic and at war with the fundamental and 
vital principles of the democratic party. 

Mr. McE (murray moved to table the resolu- 
tion, and Major Cumming tried to get an 
ayes and nays vote. A heated debate occurred 
between them, and the major referred to Mc- 
Elmurray as a fresh young man. - Major Cum- 
ming’s motion was lost. 

Mr. Sylvester, of Augusta, introduced a res- 
olution putting the convention on record as to 
its cordial recognition and appreciation of the 
high character, great ability and faithful ser- 
vice of Major Barnes during his three terms. 

Mr. McElmurray moved to table the reso- 
lution. 

Major Cumming arose to Know what feel- 
ing Mr. McElmurray had against Major 
Barnes. 

Mr. McElmurray tried to withdraw his 
motion, but Major Cumming debated against 
the withdrawal, and while speaking Mr. Mce- 
Elmurray said he was not present to be crit- 
icized by Major Cumming, and if he wanted 
to speak against him he could do it else- 
where. 

Major Cumming let Mr. McElmurray know 
that he could see and have his say elsewhere, 
if he wanted it.

RIcHMOND, Va., August 28.—[Special.]— 
Negroes from all parts of the country will 
assemble here in large numbers on the 15th, 
16th and 17th of October, to participate in the 
great jubilee attending the celebration of the 
twenty-seventh anniversary of the emancipa- 
tion proclamation. Special railroad rates have 
been made, and while no programme has been 
arranged, the celebration will occur in the ex- 
position grounds. 

One of its features will be addresses from 
noted colored leaders. The committee having 
the matterin charge is composed of some of 
the best known colored men in the city. They 
have been working quietly for several months 
and are now confident that the event will be a 
success. They expect the most prominent 
colored persons from every state to be here, 
and President Harrison will be urged to be in 
attendance one day. 

General Superintendent George Williams, 
Jr., has prepared a circular to be sent through- 
out the country, in which he says: 

It has been twenty-seven 
Abraham Lincoln issued the 
emancipation proclamation and, although 
there.. have been spasmodic. efforts. to 
keep alive the mandates and innate sentiments 
connected therewith, they have been efforts 
prompted for the most part by motives unworthy 
£0 great a canse,and entirely devoid of system 
and consistency. We wish to state in the outset 
that thig. gathering has no political significance 
whateve?. One of the many objects hoped to be 
accomplished by this meeting will be the fixing 
upon a definite day, acquiesced in by the entire 
people through their representatives, whereby we 

may be enabied yearly to celebra‘e this day as our 
Sreat thanksgiving day at one and the same time 
over the entire country. This freedom to our 
fathers was a blessing, the fruits of which we do 
now enjoy. It is asad commentary upon our race 
sride and patriotism, to say nothing of our pro- 
essed love to God, to whom we owe all, and the 
sanctity of dealing with the children of men, that 
we do not show in seme positive way that we 
cherish in memory the living hand of our 
heavenly Father in our emancipation.

Dr. Felton Did Not Speak. 
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FROM DR. WHITLEY. 
HE REPLIES TO THE STATEMENTS 
OF SNELSON’S FRIENDS. 


The Doctor Explains at Length His Vote in 
the Senatorial Convention—The Story 
of the Convention in Detail. 


Dr. T. R. Whitley, ina card published in the 
Douglasville New South, which appeared yester- 
day, makes the following answer to the cha 
nm net him in the recently nes stete- 
ment of Mr. A. J. Snelson’s friends:

It was all right when I furnished 
money to more than one suballiance to pay their 
dues to the State exchange. I[ was a good man 
eight or ten days before the Fairburn convention, 
when I let one man who was hollering against me 
have money to keep his property from under the 
hammer. Stand yourselves up, look at your:e!ves 
by me, and see if I have not been a better friend to 
the alliance than most men inthis county. There 
has been no man who has worked harder for its 
integest than I. Then when a question comes 
up on which men honestly differ, I would 
have a soul big enough to let my brother 
and friend honestly differ with me, without: vio- 
lating the solemn oath I took when I joined the 
alliance that I would not speak falsely against m 
brother. It’s a grand principle, and I commend it 
to the alliancemen to remember their obligation 
and know they are eee the truth when as- 
sailing a brother's character. Why don't you say, 
like friend Christian: ‘The Terre!l men acted the 

entlemen, and he was sorry to see his side act so 
Fadly, and he did his best to keep them straight?” 
Or like T. S: Abercrombie, when he came back 
from the convention, “that he. was ashamed 
of his side, that the Terrell men acted gentile- 
manly, but the Snelson men acted badly.” 

The vilest of the charges against me I have not 
referred to, and will not, further than this: The 
man whose villainous tongue first uttered so black 
a lie against me is blacker than hell itself. The 
man who is so low in the slime of political infamy 
is worse. than the highway robber or the thief who 
steals in the darkness, or the murdeyer whese 
bloody knife only takes life. Tom Woolfolk, with 
all of his people’s blood on his hands, is notas 
great a curse to society a8 the bloody cur who, for 
political effect, tried to blacken a man’s character 
who, as far as this matter is concerned, is'as 
clear as the angels’, and the man who repeats this 
dastardly and cowardly slander is accessory te the 
crime. Then, for God’s sake, stop, think, and act 
the man and say, I may differ with a man, he and 
I may not agree, but I am not Leb ge to ruin his 
good name LB ads! paises so foul a slander from 
some low-bred ingrate and liar. God forbid I 
should ever attack a man’s character falsely, as 
mine has been. Look, look, at yourselves! 

Now to recapitulate. Why J considered Ter- 
rell Meriwether’s choice. 

1. The executive committee of Meriwether, 
in the call for the primary, stated that the state- 
hvuse officers, naming them, should be decided by 
the person getting the majority of votes, and they 
be allowed to name their delegates. And the sen- 
atorial election should be ye districts, the candi- 
date carrying the district should name the dele- 
gate.

right. 

Snelson claimed that the e'ection was by 
popular vote. Whathas been the custom? It has 
acted by districts for years with one excep- 
tion. So is it not @ fact, if Snelson is correct, that 
the election was to be by popular vote, if he got 
the popular vote he would be entitled to the whole 
delegation. [tseemsto me that any just man 
will agree to this. If Snelson is right and honestly 
believes it was by popular vote he ought to claim 
them all, as popalar vote gave allor none. Did he 
doit? Then if Terrell is right in claimi the 
district plan as the one agreed on, and on} aati 
the districts he carries, don’t that ow the 
honesty of purpose? Then, ifthe agreement wus 
by districts, of course Terrell carried the county. 
Meriwether has the right of selecting her dele- 
gates any way she may want, and no other county 
can dictate to her.

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“FORTY-TWO BALLOTS, 


AND STILL NO NOMINATION IN THE 
EIGHTH. 


An Interesting Day in Athens—The Forces of 
Lawson, Colley and Olive Stick—The 
Convention in Detail. 


Atuens, Ga., August 28.—[{Special.J— 
Through the course of forty-two ballots the 
congressional fight has been stubbornly waged 
in the eighthJcongressiona! district convention, 
which assembled here today, and the end is 
not yet. 

Far into last night the caucusses held out, 
and tosome it seemed as if the result was to 
solidify the support of each candidate, while 
to others it seemed that the fight was to be 
made against Lawson. The former proved to 
be the correct surmise. 

At 12 o’clock the convention was called to 
order at the courthouse by Hon. Calvin 
George, of Morgan, chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of the eighth con- 
gressional district. ‘‘Today’s convention is 
the source of auguries of success to the demo- 
cratic party,’”’said Mr. George. “To me it 
seems surrounded with auspicious circum- 
stances never before known in the eighth dis- 
trict, and never before was the political out- 
look brighter. A few days ago a great danger 
threatened us. Today it has been averted. The 
force bill is forever a dead issue, and 
I believe the agitation has solidified the 
democratic ranks from Maine to California, 
from the lakes to the gulf. I hazard a pre- 
diction that in 1892 the democratic party will 
achieve the grandest victory marked im its 
history. There is another apparent danger to 
us. There is not a democrat, however, who 
is true and loyal, who will not prove his fidel- 
ity and allegiance to democratic principles, 
and lay aside all side issues. I have an abid- 
ing contidence in the love you bear for the 
democratic party, for I kiiow that you realize 
that on the perpetuation of democratic prin- 
ciples rests the security of our institutions 
and of our liberties. In discussions and con- 
ferences, I bespeak harmony, patience and 
forbearance, and I know that this convention 
will see that such a course prevails.’ 

Mr. E. W. Butler, of Morgan, nominated for 

PERMANENT CHAIRMAN 
Sion. John P. Shannon, of Elbert. He was 
elected to that position unanimously, and was 
escorted to the chair by Messrs. J. T. Jordan, 
of Hancock; S. M. Bobo, of Hart, and G. B. 
Lumpkin, of Oglethorpe. 

Mr. Shannon, on assuming the chairman- 
ship, said: “I would be ungrateful did I not 
express my appreciation of this compliment in 
electing me chairman of the eighth district 
convention. I do not attempt, in accepting, 
to offer words of counsel and advice, as that 
has been ably done by the distinguished gen- 
tleman from Morgan. The democrats have 
always been true and loyal, and it needs no 
words of cheer from me to secure the per- 
formance of their duty. I am convinced that 
all will be carried out well and that upon 
whomsoever the choice of this convention 
should fall, our standard will never trail in 
defeat, but will be borne aloft to a glorious 
victory. While elsewhere we may disagree 
from: personal reasons and others in this dis- 
trict and in this conventien, we are democrats 
first, last and all the time. Confident of this, 
I accept the honor and will endeayor to pre- 
side with the utmost impartiality. 

Messrs. S. W. Roberts, of Hancock; B. B. 
Mosely, of Madison, and T. B. Lumpkin, of 
Clarke,were elected secretaries. The delegates 
were then enrolled. The chairman an- 
nounced 

NOMINATIONS IN ORDER, 
and for a long time not a stir was perceptible. 
He then announced that as no one wished to 
go to congress they would proceed to ballot 
and then go home. 

That brought laughter and nominations. 

Colonel J. S. Turner, of Putnam, in a neat 
and masterly speech, placed in nomination the 
name of Judge Thomas G. Lawson, of Putnam. 
He referred to his Christain “character, his 
spotless record, his eminent ability, and urged 
the convention to send him to the halls of con- 
gress. 

Colonel E. T. Shubrick, of Wilkes, put in 
nomination the name of Hon. F. H. Colley, of 
Wilkes. He referred to his services in the 
civil warand the brave manner in which he 
built up a desolate home and helped ona 
widowed mother and four brothers and sisters, 
that brought applause. He gave any amount 
of his services to his state and community, and 
rounded up by saying that the people of the 
eighth district had spoken and that Frank 
Colley was the choice of a majority of the 
votes cast. 

Editor J. C. Johnston, of Ocomee, nomin- 
ated Colonel J.T. Olive and made no remarks. 

Mr. Sam Bobo, of Hart, seconded the nom- 
ination of Mr. Colley, Colonel Hal Lewis, of 
Greene, that of Judge Lawson, and Mr. G. B. 
Lumpkin, of Oglethorpe, that of Mr. Olive. 

Then came 

THE BALLOTING. 

E -erything was excitement and eagerness. 
The ro!l of counties was called. 

Clarke: ‘*Two for Olive,” came the reply 
from the delegates. Elbert: ‘‘Two for Col- 
ley.”’ The count proceeded and ended as 
follows: 

Colley—Madison 2, Elbert 2, Hart 2, 
Wilkes 4; total, 10. Olive—Oglethorpe 4, 
Clarke 2, Oconee 2, Franklin 2; total, 10. 
Lawson—Putnam 4, Greene 4, Hancock 4, 
Morgan 2; total, 14. The second ballot was 
the same. Likewise the third, and on to the 
nineteenth. 

Then came a recess for dinner. 

At 4o’clock the convention reassembled and 
commenced to ballot again. Through the 
dreary monotony of tiie balloting, a spirit of 
good feeling prevailed and abont 6 o’clock, after 
finishing the forty-second ballot, the conven- 
tion took a recess for the rest of the day and 
will meet in the morning at 9 o’clock. 

THEY WILL STICK. 

The result of today's balloting shows a de- 
teremination to stick on the- part of the can- 
didates and a deadlock seems inevitable; 
however, the caucus tonight may develop 
some change and when they meet tomorrow 
business may be gone through with a flash. 

The Lawson men look at it in this manner. 
‘Their man has the most votes and they intend 
to stick by him. 

The Colley men say that their man is the 
choice of the majority of ‘the democratic votes 
cast in all the election precincts, and should 
be the nominee. The Olive men say their 


man is the man for the place, and that they | 


intend to stick. 

At the same time there is a prevailing senti- 
ment among the delegates that no dark horse 
should be sent. 

It was rumored that Colley and Olive would 
combine. This did not matérialize in the con- 
vention. As the matter stands, Lawson is 
the strongest candidate, but when the final 
sSmagi-up comes he may not be on deck. His 
friends are very sanguine, while the others are 
equally so. If Olive should retire his vote 
might be transferred to Colley, and if Colley 
should retire his vote might be transferred to 
Olive; but it is not known by any one that it 
would be done. 

@ All the signs point tojthe necessity of a great 
many more ballots before the result will be 
ached.

IT WAS A REGULAR POW-WOW. 


The Republican State Convention of North 
Carolina. 

RaAveicu, N. C., August 28.—[ Special.J— 
The republican state convention today was a 
marvel of disorder. The color line was clear- 
ly drawn, Twice there was a narrow escape 
from arow. The negroes were angry and dis- 
trustful; the whites outnumbered them, and 
the negroes charge that there was trickery in 
the county conventions by the appointment of 
delegates, so as to give a white majority. 

J. B. Eaves called the convention to order, 
with 192 delegates, representing eighty-five 
counties, present. E. E. Smith, colored, was 
made temporary president. Speeches, main- 
ly abusive of the democrats, were made by 
James H. Harris, Charles Price, Marshall 
W. Mott, R. H. Leak, C. A. Cook and J. C. 
Pritchard. 

V.S. Lusk, white, of Buncombe, made a 
fierce speech in favor of the Lodge election 
bill, saying he hoped to see a man-of-war in 
every southern port and bayonets at every 
voting place. 

A desperate fight for the permanent presi- 
dency began. It was a race struggle, with 
plenty of harsh words and bad blood. The 
nominees were John S. Leary, colored, Alex 
E. Holton, V. S. Lusk, C. A. Cook and M. L. 
Motts. Fiery speeches were made by Logan, 
Harris and others demanding that Leary be 
given the place asa matter of justice to the 
negroes, who form the great majority of the 
republican party. 

This led to the showing up of an agreement 
or compact made last night between Dr. Mott 
and Eaves, the rival radical bosses, by which, 
in consideration of Eaves being continued as 
chairman of the state executive committee, he 
recommend J. P. Pritchard, of the ninth dis- 
trict, for revenue collector of the western dis- 
trict, while E. E. Smith, a negro, should be 
temporary president; A. E. Holton, white, 
permanent president, and John C. Dancy, per- 
manent secretary of the convention. Mott 
wanted a negro to be chairman. 

A negro, named Henderson, one of Eaves’s 
clerks, replying to Harris, who is a Mott man, 
attacked Dr. Mott and said the latter was 
backed by the Richmond and Danville rail- 
way. He further hinted that Harris might be 
one of the white republicans who went to 
Washington and asked the president not to ap- 
point negroes to office, Harris said any man 
who so said was a liar. 

A white delegate from a western county 
said the white republicans of the west de-

manded a white man as president of the con- “ 


vention. A negro charged that the white 
republicans had packed the convention. Mar- 
shall Mott charged Eaves with breaking the 
compact he had made last night. Eaves 
en denied that he had a compact with 
+ Oo . 

A genera] row appeared certain, but finally 
the names of Cook, Lusk and Mott were with- 
drawn. It was a fight of negro against white, 
between Holton and Leary. The former got 138 
and the latter 63 votes. A negro said, amidst 
great cheering by negroes, that he voted for 
Leary and thanked God forit. Leary said he 
had nothing to do with any cliques. Holton 
took the chair, and in his speech attacked the 
democratic party, saying under its administra- 
tion votes would never be honestly counted. 

It took the convention just five hours to or- 
ganize. 


Michigan Republicans. 


DeTRo!tT, August 28.—The republican state 
convention met here today. James M. Turner, 
of Lansing, was nominated for governor on the 
second ballot. W.S. Linton, of Saginaw, re- 
ceived the nomination for lieutenant governor 
by acclamation. Other candidates withdrew 
on seeing that they were distanced. The same 
was the case of Washington Gardner, of Battle 
Creek, candidate for secretary of state, who 
received a unanimous nomination.

: STOCK YARDS. 
The Strikers and the Chicago and Alton Offi- 
cers Will Try and Come to Satisfactory 
Terms Today. 


Cuicaco, August 28.—The Chicago and 
Albany railroad strike will probably be settled 
tomorrow, and will be a victory for the road. 
General Manager Chappell was at Brighton 
park all day throwing switches and watching 
the proceedings. When seen, regarding the 
strike, he had the following to say: 

“‘We are ina better.position to handle cars 


the past, we will be able to clear the yard. In 
no case will we fe-employ the striking switch- 
men unless they agree to join the Switchmen’s 
union and be governed by its regulations and 
what Grand Master Sweeney says in the future. 
As many as four different committees have 
approached me today, and there will be a pri- 
vate consultation at my office tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock; at which our striking em- 
ployes and Mr. Sweeney will state to me why 
the men should be taken back, and also try to 
adj ust matters.” 
A STRIKE ON THE LAKE SHORE. 

Cuicaco, August 28.—T wenty-seven switch- 
men in the employ of the Lake Shore went 
out on a strike last night, completely tying up 
all business of the road as faras Chicago was 
concerned. The trouble grows out of the 
stock yards difficuly. Superintendent Amsden 
took a crew of men down to the stock yards 
yesterday afternoon. Just before reaching 
there the men quit and left their engines 
standing on the track. Some time afterwards 
another crew was started, but abandoned the 
engines at Forty-third street. Whenthe night 
shifts came to work, they learned that Super- 
intendent Amsden had discharged all the men 
who had left their engines. 

They immediately called a meeting and the 
meninthe yards at Twelfth street, Forty- 
third and Englewood walked out in a body. 
A general meeting was called at the corner of 
Sixty-third street and Indiana avenue, and a 
communication was drawn up and addressed 
to Superintendent Amsden, in which it was 
stated that the men would return to work 
when those who had been discharged were 
reinstated. Tothis communication Superin- 
tendent Amsden replied that the men had 
been discharged for refusing to perform their 
duties. On receipt of this news a strike was 
declared. There are altogether about eight 
switchmen employed on the Lake Shore ro 
this morning, half of which number, the 
a thinks, will hold their work.

AGAINST THE PINKERTONS, 


A Resolution Offered in the Mississippi Con- 
vention. 


JACKSON, Miss., August 28—In the consti- 
tutional convention today the _ resolution 
offered Tuesday making members of 
the convention ineligible to national offices 
for three years after the adoption of the con- 
stitution was defeated by a vote of 81 to30. 

Mr. Henderson, of Clay county, submitted a 
resolution providing that transportation com- 
panies engaged in interstate traftic shall be pro- 
hibited in cases of strikes of employing armed 
bodies of men, or non-residents, calling them- 
selves detectives under the penalty of forfeit- 
ure of charter privilege. 

The report of the executive committee 
recommends that the governor hold office four 
years, and be ineligible as his immediate suc- 
cessor; that he shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of the state; that he shall receive for 
his services $5,000 per annum. 

The report also recommends that all state 
and county officers be elected for four years, 
but that the state treasurer shall be ineligible 
to immediately succeed himself.

When the democratic convention at 
Temple, Texas, nominated Congressman 
Mills, the other day, it adopted, among 


other resolutions, the following: 

Resolved, That we are unqualifiedly opposed 
to any system which converts the government 
into a loan and bri Kkerage agency, and that we op- 
pose the system of the government loaning money 
on any commodity whatsoever, whether United 


States bonds, silver, farm or other products. 

That is precisely what the government 
is at the present ,time—a loan and bro- 
kerage agency for the accommodation of 
certain favored classes. Under such con- 
ditions the organization of the farmers for 
self-protection was natural and inevitable. 
They saw the government practically 
loaning money to the whisky men under 
the bonding system; they saw the bro- 
kerage business carried on through the 
issue of silver certificates, and they have 
every year seen the worst of all financial 
evils—the national banking system grow- 
ing stronger and paralyzing the agriculture 
of the country. Under the circumstances, 
the demand of the farmers for justice is 
something that might have been foreseen. 
The tillers of the soil—the men’ who 
feed us all, and pay the taxes—are not 
going to stand class favoritism in legis- 
lation forever. They have started a revo- 
lution which will either admit them to equal 
privileges or result in stripping the other 
classes of the unjust advantages which 
they now enjoy. In other words, if the 
government proposes to help two or three 
classes it must help all classes, and if 
this appears to be too big an undertak- 
ing it must return to first principles, 
and let each tub stand on its own bot- 
tom—each class take care of itself with- 
out any nursing or petting from a pa- 
ternal governmeut. 

We have reached the point where this 
issue presses for a settlement. In this 
country we cannot afford to have any 
friction between classes and masses. We 
must have no classes—no little circles 
where the few are enriched at the ex- 
pense of the many. Uncle Sam must 
either discontinue his loan and brokerage 
business, or recognize and extend it so 
that it will cease to be operated in favor 
of one class and against another, and 
will be made to benefit the people who 
really need it. 

We have said many times in these 
eolumns that the evil against which the 
farmers should direct their strongest as- 
saults is the national banking system. 
The blighting effects of this financial 
monopoly are felt everywhere outside of 
the great cities. It is based upon the 
unjust and absurd assumption that the 
most valuable property in the republic— 
tha lands of the people—is of no value 
whatever as a security; The national 
banks were established for capitalists and 
men of business whose ‘property largely 
consists of bonds and and other paper 
securities. These classes can borrow 
money from the banks, while the farmers 
who own the soil that sustains us all 
cannot get a dollar when they offer their 
fertile acres ag security. ‘The result is 
that the interests of the cities and towns 
@re built up, while the farmers are driven 
into the clutches of shylocks, when they 
meed money, and the usury squeezed out 
of them formally robs them ‘of their 
estates. 

The reformation of this vicious bank- 
ing system, or the restoration of our old 
state banks, would do more than any 
other one thing to place our farmers on 
the road to independence and_ prosperity. 
Those who denounce the farmérs for 
Seeking to better their eondition would 


in a way that is a scgndal and a shame. 
He must make a change, and treat all 
classes with equal justice, or shut up 
shop, and tell the capitalists, and the 
whisky men, and his other favorites to 
look out for themselves. 

Just as surely as the night follows the 
day, if this discriminatign continues much 
longer the country will be dotted with 
deserted villages and abandoned farms, 
and the cities and towns will then be left 
without a prosperous agriculture to sup- 
port them. What would then follow it 
is unnecessary to predict. History shows 
that it is as easy by bad government to 


Wood and Metal Railroad Ties. 

The destruction of our forests from various 
causes is going on with alarming rapidity. 
In view of the heavy draft made on the 
timber of the country by the railroads, the 
bureau of forestry has undertaken to see how 
much timber is consumed for railroad ties 
and bridges, and to inquire whether a metal 
substitute cannot be had fora price that will 
make it economicak 

The investigation shows an annual con- 
suinption of 60,000,000 railroad ties for re- 
pairs and 15,000,000 for new construction. 
These 73,000,000 ties require 365,000,000 
cubic feet, or more than 4,000,000,000 feet 
by the usual board measur@of timber used 
in railroad ties. The 60,000,000 cubic feet, 
or 720,000,000 feet board measure, of timber 
used annually for railroad bridges require 
the cutting of timber from 1,000,000 acres 
every year. Under good forest management 
10,000,000 or 15,000,000 acres would be 
enough to keep up this supply in rotation; 
but the commissioner of forestry says that, 
under our present custom of letting the 
forests manage themselves, it will take 
40,000,000 acres to keep up the supply of 
timber annually consumed by railroads. This 
is 10 per cent of the entire timber area and 
is more than half of the forest area now 
owned by the government. 

This railroad consumption is but one item 
of the vast demand the country is annually 
making on its forests. It shows how neces- 
sary it is that some steps should be taken by 
the government to husband resources, which 
will be equal to our needs if well cared for, 
but will be destroyed in a few decades if left 
to the reckless avarice that is now wasting 
them. 

The railroads would, no doubt, be glad to 
adopt a satisfactory metal tie which could be 
used economically. It would be of immense 
advantage to the iron market and to the 
country at large if such a tie could be pro- 
duced. The report discusses this at length, 
giving tables that show the increase of metal 
ties on European railways. On-the London 
and Northwestern railway five miles of steel 
ties designed by Mr. Cabry,- the chief en- 
gineer, have been in use since 1887, and the 
results are so satisfactory that the directors 
imJuly, 1889, érdered a further supply. 
TheY use 1,936 ties tothe mile undera 
ninety-one-pound rail, and the ties weigh 150 
pounds each, costing $23.75 a ton, which 
makes their cost per mile $3,079, against 
$1,210 for creosoted wood ties. There was 
greater expense, however, in laying the 
wooden ties, and the net ‘difference in the 
cost of one mile of track was less than a 
thousand dollars. The total cost of track 
with steel ties is put at $7,046 and that with 
wooden ties at $6,334. 

Altogether, the report of Commissioner 
Fernow is an exceedingly interesting docu- 
ment, and well worth the attention of rail- 
road men. | 


A Northwestern Collapse. 

The booming northwest is rushing ahead 
with astonishing speed, but there are thought- 
ful observers who shake their heads and 
predict disaster. 

It is not in the nature of things that such 
cities as Seattle and Tacoma should keep up 
their present dizzy rate of progress. Certain 
national laws regulate the healthy growth of 
cities, and they cannot be set aside. 

This view is held by the Rev. Thomas K. 
Beecher, a brother of the late Henry Ward 
Beecher. He has recently traveled through 
the northwest, and in giving an opinion of 
the situation to a newspaper man, he said: 
‘‘I will give the northwest five years to eol- 
lapse. Everything has to collapse. Then 
people will buy in at 20 per cent, and go 
ahead again. Thatis the great American 
way of doing business. I begin to see the 
premonitions of a’storm. If I were an op- 
erator I would hedge.’’ Mr. Beecher went 
on to say that he found inflation at its highest 
in Seattle, and in Tacoma next. 

It is almost a certainty that this opinion 
is well founded Enough is known of the 
course of booms in the past to lead us to an- 
ticipate the bursting of the northwestern 
bubble in a very few years. After the col- 
lapse it is probable that some favored locali- 
ties will continue to grow slowly, but surely, 
under normal conditions, 

So much for the near future. A more ex- 
tended forecast would not be encourag- 
ing. The abandonment of farms and the 
decrease of population in the northeast will 
some day find a parallel in the northwest. 
Both regions have aclimate that repels 
rather than attracts. Then there is an undue 
proportion of foreignimmigrants. The same 
causes that are driving away from the north- 
east will, in the course of time, drive them 
away from the northwest. 

The people in the northern belt of the 
union have heretofore held aloof from the 
south on account of certain conditions, which 


migratory movement will undoubtedly be in 
this direction. Here they will find no infla- 
tion, and no booming mushroom cities, but 
they will find a stéady growth, a native 
American population, and every favorable 
natural condition that could 'be désired. In 
the upward course of the rising south there 
is nowhere the slightest indication of a col- 
lapse or a halt.

How Silver Affects the Price of Cotton. 

The New York Sun opens an_ interesting 
subject in an editorial headed ‘‘True Pro- 
tection for the Farmers.’’ It points out 
that the rise of silver bullion from 94 cents 
to $1.20 an ounce will affect the price of 
cotton, because Egypt and India, the two 
countries which compete most with Amer- 
ican cotton and wheat, monetize silver which 
must be used in the purchase of crops. 

A 28 per cent rise in silver makes it cost 
that much more to turn gold or other money 
into a currency that will buy whéat and 
cotton in Egypt and India. 

To make the point plain, it is only neces- 
sary to cite something that occurred in Cal- 
cntta in 1854. Silver was the legal tender 
and gold was demonetized. In a time of 
stringency on the money market, it was 
found impossible to raise legal tender money 
on £20,000 of gold. This illustration shows 
how necessary the fiat of the government is 
to the perfection of a currency, even though 
the article used as amedium be so finea 
metal as gold. For this reason The Sun 
believes that the advance in silver bullion 
from 94 cents to $1.20 will make Indian and 
Egyptian products relatively higher. The 
full effect of the rise in silver camnot be felt 
in the price of cotton and wheat, because 
the competition of Egypt and India in those 
commodities is not large enough to have the 
full effect of the rise in silver. Still it is 
reasonable to look for an advance in cotton 
and wheat. Even if we do not get the2 
cents a pound which The Sun thinks we 
will get on cotton, we may hope for better 
prices, even in the face of the great crop 
of 1890, 

There is good reason to believe that the 
rise in silver is not a mere speculative move- 
ment. Heretofore we have been exporting 
about twenty million ounces of silver per 
annum, and that went into the world’s 
supply, but with the passage of the recent 
silver bill we created a home demand for 
this exportation and something more. 

So long as the price of silver declined the 
purchase of Indian and Egyptian wheat and 
cotton became easier, and those countries 
had us at a disadvantage in the competition, 
but now the cost of their products rises 
with the rise of silver, which is the money 
that must be used in buying from them. 
The cost of our competitors’ goods being 
raised, ours, whichare of supérior quality, 
enjoy an advance in proportion to the extent 
of their competition. 

It isa happy result that the act which 
relieves the home money market by bringing 
the amount of currency nearer the needed 
volume also puts us on a vantage ground 
with respect to the exchange with foreign 
nations.

AROUSED AVARICE IT SURELY WAS 


Which Stirred Up New York Over 
the Force Bill. 


AND PATRIOTISM PLAYED NO PART. 


The Pressing Needs of the South 
Outlined. 


New York, August 28.—[Special.)—‘‘We 
are expecting to do the biggest business of our 
existence during the coming fall,’’ said a lead- 
ing republican manager of one of the sewing 
machine companies which does an immense 
gouthern business. ‘‘The promise of a large 
cotton crop gives us this assurance.” 

“Then why are you always trying to hand 
over to negro barbarism the intelligence which 
brings to you this golden harvest?” 

“Oh,’’ he answered, ‘‘you know we business 
men cannot take time to meddle in politics.’’ 

And vet these same business men would be 
the first to call upon the people, of whose 
rights they are so careless, to defend with life 
the very property which their votes would 
turn over to anarchy. 

The state of New York has grown rich off 
the south. Lake a leech, she has drawn the 
lifeb!ood out of every state from Virginia to 
Texas. Her rich men _ have contributed 
equally to the success of either political party, 
so that whichever won would wear the collar 
of Wall street around its neck. Meanwhile, 
the balance of the country would be going 
wild over an imaginary battle of ideas, only to 
be drawn into the net prepared by wily men in 
the pay of New York manipulators. 

Of all the victims who have been fleeced by 
this colossus of Self-Interest, none presents 
a more pitiable spectacle than the south. 
Prolific in her productions, raising in a single 
crop more than the mines oithe continent 
yield, it all flows intothe coffers of New York, 
for the dry goods we wear, the implements we 
use and the machinery we need to run our en- 
terprises. Occasionally a party of these 
coupon-clippers will pass through the country 
on a jaunting trip, to be feted wherever they 
stop by parties anxious to encourage the influx 
of capital. To the toasts there are fine re- 
p nses—such as Depew made in Atlantaa year 
aco, only to be replaced by the vilification 
with which he ended his trip on his return to 
thiscity. Here and there, it is true,a_ pur- 
chase of land is made, or a foundry is erected, 
but the proceeds all find their way back into 
Wall street. These men neither know nor 
feel for the people from whom they draw their 
wealth. They are controlled by no interest 
save that of mere money-getting, and their 
only God is the almighty dollar. 

One of these men, whom I met in an office 
on Nassau street, was somewhat critical of 
THE ConstTITUTION’s boycott editorial. 

‘It threatened to disturb business,’’ he said. 

The very ready reply was that it was the 
state of New York, through its blindly par- 
tisan senators, Evarts and Hiscock, who sup- 
ported the worst iniquities of the force bill, 
that threatened the peace, and not the desper- 
ate victim of oppression, who, seeing every 
other avenue closed, was forced into the nat- 
ural fight of self-defense. 

Of course his thin, white lips, so characteristic 
of men without souls, but covered with gold 
dust, were closed, ashe muttered something 
about ‘‘disturbing investments.’’ What cared 
he if every congressional district in the south 
was turned over tothe black rabble; if life 
became intolerable; if white women could not 
show their faces for fear of insult from the 
drunken rioters spurred on to deeds of devilish- 
ness by the instigation of Senators Evarts and 
Hiscock? The rights of men, women and 
children, the very existence of. civilization 
itself, becomes of secondary importance to the 
safety of a financial adventurer’s ‘‘invest- 
ments.” 

The singular statement is almost invariably 
made by the business men of New York that 
in many congressional districts here, the 
“‘Americans,”’ so-called, are overshadowed by 
the “Irish’’ and ‘‘Italian’” votes. The 
statement is always made with the view of 
eliciting sympathy from the southern listener, 
forgetful of the fact that the only New York 
congressmen whose votes protested against the 
force bill, were cast by these identical repre- 
sentatives. The descendents of the old tory 
families who swarmed in the colony of New 
York are double-died republicans, the enemies 
of democracy as were their fathers before 
them. 

When the fact is recollected that the cotton 
crop of the south enriches New York; that 
the demands of customers furnish the business 
upon which her traders and manufacturers 
live, the indifference displayed during the 
pendency of the force bill is striking. There 
was some criticism of the biil; the newspapers 
did not believe it to be politic; but not one 


word of protest, having within it the fire of 
earnestness, was heard. It was not until THe 
ConsTITUTION struck the match in the sul- 
phurous atmosphere that the cast-iron con- 
science of the coupon-clipper was touched, 
and. men, moved by self-interest rather than 
patriotism, began to speak out. 

But weshould not allow ourselves to be de- 
eéived by this new-born zeal—it came too late 
to proveits sincerity. It is sostrongly marked 
by the spirit of affrighted avarice that no faith 
can be placed in it for the future. The policy 
of commernial home rule is the key to local 
independence. Every little shoe shop, harness 
shop, tinsmith shep, spinning mill, blacksmith 
shop or other institution which supplies the 
neighborhood market, is worth a dozen of the 
big syndicated establishments erected in the 
larger cities. Let it beeome the fashion for 
the Jonesboro man to weara Jonesboro-made 
coat, a Jonesboro pair of shoes, drink out of a 
Jonesboro-made tin cup, or harnéss his horse 
from a Jonesboro shop. Let every other 
town follow the example. Is _ there 
trade enough to stipport an artisan of any 
kind? At orice negotiate with some nian to fill 
the want, and thus you will not only have the 
goods you want, but the manufacturer, being 
bone of your bone, will haye interests in com- 
mon with the people among whom he lives. 
The business built up in Atlanta, for instance, 
by John M. Smith, the carriage builder, is a 
case in point. Twenty years ago he appeared 
in the city a stranger and poor, with nothing 
but his handieraft. Beginning small, he built 
up his business, until now no man is excusable 
for leaying Atlanta for anything set on 
wheels. There is no reason why every yillage 
of 500 inhabitants should not have its John 
M. Smith. Multiply them byévéry town in the 
gouth,and then by every industry demanded 
to supply local wants, and then we need care 
but little about the heartlessness of New York 
investors. 

They will discover that we want not only 
the investor, but the actual settler. |

EX-GOVERNOR BULLOCK’S VIEWS. 


What He Has to Say About the Lodge Force 
Bill. 


The following is from a Washington dis- 
patch to The New York Tribune: 

The original proposition of the extremists in 
our party was that the colored vote was sup- 
pressed, and that a republican congress should 
legislate under the authority conferred by the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments; that the 
“states denied” or‘abridged,”etc.,the rights of cit- 
izens to vote,and that the national authority should 
intervene in all elections, state and national, for 
the “protection” of the colored voter. This I 
opposed, holding that, under existing conditions, 
there was no authority for federal interference 
except in elections for federal offices. I hold also 
that new legislation would excite prejudices, and 
retard the remarkable material progress of our 
section ; that the enforcement of statutes now in 
the code would accomplish all a new law could 
provide for. These views seem to have prevailed, 
and the present misnamed “force” bill proceeds 
on those lines, No man doubts or disputes the 
right of congress to control, regulate and aecide 
upon the election of its own members. This 
is what the*Lodge bill is confined to. My prefer- 
ence is that this law bé universal in its opera- 
tions. While congress has an undoubted author- 
ity to decide in what districts or sections its en- 
forcement is necessary, I doubt the wisdom, at 
least, of congress delegatirg that authority of 
judgment to residents or citizens in the several 
districts. Many reasons could be given to show 
that, in our section, an absolute separation of 
federal from state elections would be desirable. 
There is a very large number of people south 
Whose pecuniary interests are in harmony with 
national republican economic policies. These 
men would vote that way nowif local politics 
were not involved in it. The masses will soon 
realize that their domestic safety is not imperiled 
if a republican, or even a negro, were reasonably 
sent to congress.

GENERAL MOORE’S SPEECH.

THE SLEEPING CAR TAX BILE GOES 
INTO EFFECT THIS YEAR, 


~ 


And the Litigation, if There Is to Be Any, 


Will Be Upon the Merits of the Bill— 
Under One Head. 


The sleeping car tax bill, introduced by 
Senator John I. Hall, was knocked out last 
year upon a sort of technicality, and no taxes 
were collected under it. 

The Westernand Atlantic did pay their tax, 
too; but it was done by mistake, and when they 
are called upon for their tax this year they will 
doubtless be given credit for the amount paid 


in last year. 
The way of it was thatas the bill was finally 


amended, the taxes are due on the Ist of 


October of each year. 
The bill did not become a law until the Ist 
of November, 1889, and taxes could not be 


collected under it for 1889. 
It will be remembered that originally the 


bill was to tax the sleeping cars of non-resi- 


dent companies. 

As matters stood, the sleeping cars owned 
by the home railroads were regularly returned 
as railroad property, and taxed under the gen- 
eral law; while the Pullman cars, and others 
owned by companies outside of the state, but 
doing service in Georgia, were not taxed in 
this state in any way whatever. 

So faras receiving the protection of the law 
went, they were exactly the same class of 
property as the home company sleeping Cars; 
and yet they were not taxed while the home 
cars were taxed. 

But the comptroller general believed that 
an act to tax the cars owned by non-resident 
companies was unconstitutional; and Attor- 
ney General Anderson thought so, too. Sono 
effort was made to collect these taxes until 
the law could be amended, to accomplish the 
same result witha different phrase. 

But before it was amended, the act had be- 
come inoperative for 15389. : 

It goes into effect this year, however, and if 
there is to be any litigation over it, it will be 
squarely upon the merits of the bill. 

The amended sections read now: 

That every railroad company that pulls over its 
road sleeping cars of any person or corporation 
upon which taxes are not paid under provisions of 
this act, such railroad company shall pay ali- 
cense for pulling such cars in each of the years 
1889 and 1290, as follows: A railroad company 
whose line is not less than 50 nor more than 100 
miles long, shall pay a license of $100; if more than 
100 and not more than 150 miles long, $150; 1f more 
than 150 and not more than 200 miles long, $200 ; if 
250 miles long, $250, and if longer than 250 mil@s, 
$6800, which license tax shall be paid to the comp- 
troller general. : 

That if any railroad company shall failto pay 
the license herein provided for on or before the 
first day of October in each year, the comptroller 

neral shail issue execution against such de- 
Faulting company for the amount of such license 
as is now provided by law for the issuance of ex- 
ecutions against railroad companies that fail to 
return or pay taxes as the law requires. 

Railroads in China. 

The railroads are not bringing aboutin China 
the socia! and religious and commercial revo- 
lution that was predicted only a short while 
ago when the first railroad was opened. 

The event was celebrated all over the civil- 
ized world, and great results were expected. 

But China is a queer country. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says: 

A mob of soldiers combined with the peasantry 
and destroyed the railroad to Lutai on the pre- 
tense that the road caused the recent floods in 
the Pei-Hi river. The government remained 
passive, making no effort to stop the work of de- 
Struction. 

If the superstitious Chinese will not tolerate 
the existence of a poor little coa!-carrying road, 
scarcely eighty miles long, the prospects for 
the general introduction of the railway into 
that strange country are evidently very small. 

Fast Time. 

Engine No. 178, one of the new ten-wheel 
passenger engines on the Big Four road, now 
running on the St. Louis division, on Monday 
rana number of miles at a speed of a mile in 
forty-six seconds, and one mile, itis claimed, 
was run in forty-one seconds, the engine 
hauling six cars. Engineers Bennet and 
Bevington, both of whom are veterans in the 
services say that they have not yet dared to 
test the full speed of this class of engine, but 
they are satisfied that they will haul ten cars 
seventy miles an hour without trouble. 

A New Richmond and Danville Train. 


The Richmond and Danville will put on 
about the Ist of October a new train between 
Washington and Atlanta. 

This train will leave Washington city every 
day at 11:15 o’clock, a. m., arriving in Atlanta 
at 6 o’clock the following morning, and return- 
ing upon a similar schedule of hours of arrival 
and departure. 

The equipment will consist of Pullman 
alace buifet, smoking and library and sleep- 
ng, dining and drawing room cars, which are 

being built expressly for this service, and will 
be masterpieces of art. The entire train will 
be vestibuled, steam-heated and gas-lighted, 
and in every detail equal to the best trains of 
this character on any line. All the comfort, 
convenience and luxury obtainable in railway 
travei will be furnished on this train, and the 
southern people will be provided facilities in 
no way inferior to the best enjoyed by any 
other section.

Our Water Supply. 

EpITtor CONSTITUTION: Though my views may 
be of little importance. yet, as there is “wisdom 
in amultitude of counselors” in any matter of 
general concern, I desire to express my hearty 
concurrence with Judge Hillyer, Colonel McBride 
and Captain Hendrix in their advocacy of some 
other source of water supply than the Chattahoo- 
chee river. Tlus is admitted to be the muddiest 
stream in Georgia, and though the mud unmixed 
with organic matters is a comparatively small 
affair so far as drinking is concerned, as it is not 
injurious to health in itself, and though the mud 
can be separated, to some extent, by filtration, it 
cannot be sufficiently extracted by this process to 
make the water suitable for general cleansing 
purposes, and especially for washing clothes. 
And then, the report from a_ gentleman 
in Columbus shows that, besides the mud, there is 
some kind of coloring matter in the water that has 
remained unchanged for fourteen years in a her- 
metically sealed bottle. 

Admitting then that the mud can be strained 
out by an expensive system of filters, this coloring 
matter, ifina state of perfect solution, thor- 
oughly incorporated with the water, cin never be 
separated from the water by any system of filters 
that hasever been or will ever be devised by 
human ingenuity, as it isa physical impossibility 
to separate matters dissoived ina fluid by filtra- 
tion, a mere mechanical process, 

Besides the objections now existing tothe water 
of the Chattahoochee, this river, and all others 
running through an_ =inhabited country, 
are subject constantly to innumerable 
and nameless sources of contamination. 
The truth is, no pure water can be obtained from 
a stream flowing through a settled country, filtra- 
tion to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And yet we are told that the streams which af- 
ford our present water supply give us perfectly 
pure water, because, forsooth, the water is filtered, 
and boards of health and chemists would have us 
believe that we are drinking pure water when our 
noses plainly tell us that this is not 60. Chemistry 
may not be able to detect the impurity; and 
filtration avails nothing in this case because im- 
ong. ina state of perfect solution can never 

e Separated by the mechanical process of filtra- 
circle is squared, the 
philosophers’ stone is discovered, and 
when a& man can lift himself up 
by the waistband of his pants, this may be done, 
but not before. 

These positions being incontrovertibly true, we 
should seek our water supply from some one of 
the sources mentioned inthe discussion of the 
subject by the gentlemen referred to in the begine 
ning of this eommunication—preferably from one 
of the mountain streams in north Georgia.

of the Young Men's Demoeratic 
League. . 


The city executive committee will not order 
& primary. 

It was so decided at a meeting of the com- 
mittee held in room 102, Kimball house, last 
night. 

Tlie meeting was held pursuant to Chairman 
Cabaniss’s call, and was principally to take 
action upon the matter of calling a primary to 
nominate candidates for the city offices which 
are soon to be vacated. 

There were present Messrs. Cabaniss, 
Hirsch, Smith, Weinmeister, Kiser, Barnes, 
Irwin, Adair, Stockdell, Broyles, Campbell 
and Thompson. Hamilton Douglas and R. C. 
Bosche held proxies for Messrs. Haas and 
Ketner, 

Chairman Cabaniss presided, and Mr. H. C. 
Stockdell dcted as secretary. 

After a little preliminary discussion, the 
communication from the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League, asking the committee to call a 
primary, which was the business the meeting 
had in hand, was presented. 

The communication was in the form ofa 
letter from President Johnson, of the league, 
embodying a resolution in reference to the 
city primary, adopted at the recent meeting of 
that body: 

It was as follows: 

August 25, 1890.—H. Cabaniss, Chairman.City 
Executive Committee—Dear Sir: We are directed 
by the Young Men’s Denfocratic League of Fulton 
county to deliver to you a certified copy of the 
following resolution, which was adopted by the 
league Monday night, August 18, 1890: 

Resolved, That the Young Men’s Democratic 
League recommend and request that the city ex- 
ecutive committee order a democratic primary at 
the proper time to nominate candidates for mayor, 
aldermen and councilmen for the December elec- 
tion, as this is the fairest and best means for ob- 
taining a full, fair and honest expression of the 
choice of the party. 

This resolution was introduced at the league 
meeting by John W. Cox. 

President Harvey Johnson’s signature and 
that of Clarence E. Moore were attached to 
the communication. 

The members of the committee discussed the 
advisability of calling a primary very fully, 
finally deciding thatit was not within their 
province to adopt the suggestion of the Young 
Men’s Dsmocratic League, 

The secretary was instrucred to prepare and 
forwardareply to this effect, to President 
Johnson, stating that, as the committee was 
compcsed of citizens, appointed irrespective of 
party, it did not feel authorized to call a 
primary.

Ed Angier Announces His Candidacy— 
Judge Bigby a Possibility. 

Ed Angier is a candidate for congress from 
this district, subject to the endorsement of the 
republican party. 

He so declared himself yesterday. 

This means that Colonel L. F. Livingston, 
the nominee of the demeeratic party, will not 
have a walkover, after all. 

Italso means that the republicans meant 
what they said at the last meeting of the re- 
publican state executive committee, held in 
Atlanta, which convention urged the putting 
out of republican candidates for congress from 
the Georgia districts. 

Colonel Angier has been one of the men 
spoken of among the republicans to represent 
this district ever since the republican conven- 
tion. 

He had not consented, Lowever, to declare 
his candidacy until yesterday, inspite of the 
fact that many of his friends have urged him 
to doit. Hence the conyention of state re- 
publicans. 

Tho time for holding the republican nom- 
inating convention in this district has not yet 
been decided upon, but whenever that conven- 
tion is held Colonel Angier’s name will be in 
tlie hat. 

There may be other names before the re- 
oublican conyention. Among those mentioned 
as probable republican candidates is the name 
of Judge J. S. Bigby, who was formerly a rep- 
resentative of the fourth district in congress. 
This report is said to come from Colonel A. E. 
Buck, though it has not been verified by him. 

¥ hether trne or not Colonel Angier isin the 
race, andis already virtually a candidate for 
congress against Colonel Livingston. 

The assistant United States district attorney 
sat in his office yesterday afternoon and dis- 
coursed upon political matters, outlining his 
candidacy.’’ 

“Yes, I am acandidate for republican en- 
dorsement,’’ was his answer to a direct ques- 


tion. 
‘Will there be any other names before the 


republican convention ?”’ 


‘‘I don’t know. I have heard of none up to 


his time.’ 

Then he went on to define the issues of his 
candidacy. ‘It is early to talk fully about 
issues yet,” he said. ‘I can only say that it 
would be a distinguished honor to represent 
the ‘metropolitan district’ of Georgia in con- 
gress, and to go to Washington as the repre- 
sentative of all classes and interests, and feel 
that the worth, the manhood, the labor and 
the capital of this district had sent me there.” 

Tie colonel inveighs at some length against 
class legislation, and shows that the republie 
can policy is anti-alliance. 

‘To elect Colonel Livingston is only to dig- 
nify and enthrone class legislation,’’ he argues. 
““Why shouldthe merchant, the manufacturer 
and the business man generally be disfran- 
chised? ‘To let a secret society and a ‘dark- 
lantern’ organization dominate public affairs 
is to disfranchise and outlaw all who are not 
members of this oathbound order. I sympa- 
thize with the farmers as deeply as does 
Colonel Livingston, but the sub-treasury bill, 
or ‘truck-patch? plan is undemocratic, un- 
republican and un-American, and finds no 
justification in our present condition, nor in 
the tenets of any party that ever existed. 

-“T oppose the force bill, and am a southern- 
born man, reared in Georgia, and identified 
with our people.” 

Mr. Angier says that some democrats have 
urged him to enter the race. 

‘“‘These democrats declare it would be much 
more consistent for them to support an honest 
republican than a so-called democrat on the 
‘brokerage’ scheme, which, they say, is the 
fundamental idea of the subtreasury bill, and 
without the advocacy of which they say Liv- 
ingston would never have got the nomination: 
and these simon-pure democrats affirm they 
are unwilling to betray their party by commit- 
ting it to the custody of a man who wants to 
make the government a pawn broker. 

“Then others say that Livingstonfhates At- 
lanta; that his backer, Colonel Peek, de- 
nounced Judge Stewart because he got us 
$140,000 for repairs on the eustomhouse here. 
As a candibate, I would give Livingston a big 
issue by admitting I should get over a 
million dollars for Atlanta if elected. Re- 
cently Chattanooga secured $250,000 for 
Chickamauga park, the preamble reciting 
it was appropriated ‘to begin to carry out the 

urposes of this act,’ which was to mark tho 
Pattie lines of Generals Rosecrans and Long- 
street’s armies, lay out a national park and 
build grand drives. Well, if in congress, I 
could get a million dollars for Atlanta the 
first year for a similar purpose as to the battle 
fields around this backbone and citadel of the 
southern confederacy. Then, old soldiers tell 
me, Livingston’s war record is very yulnera- 
ble, and the ex-confederate warriors indig- 
nantly say they will never vote for any demo- 
crat who sought and held a bomb-proof place, 
avoiding a position of danger at the front. 

‘‘Protection democrats promise me help be- 
cause they say I was a Randall democrat and 
only voted for Harrison on the tariff issue. 

‘‘AsColonel Livingston stands on the sub- 
treasury plan, I am a better democrat than he 
is, for, in my long connection with the party of 
Jefferson, I never read of that party favoring 
such a scheme of centralization and pater- 
nalism. 

“And, now, I have given youa fair state- 
ment of the democratic assurances of support I 
have been given.” 

Colonel Angier just returned from. North 
Carolina with his tamily Wednesday, having 
spent several weeks inthe mountain resorts of 
that state. 

He seems to have come back with his mind 
made upto enter with lifeand activity into the 
congressional race. 

At least, he talks in no ambiguous lan- 
guage.

CHANGES OF RULES.

On motion of Mr. Hirsch, chairman of the 
committee on supplies, school desks for three 
grades in the Walker street school and several 
teachers’ desks were ordered: purchased at 
once. 

On motion of Mr. Beatie, the feommittee on 
supplies was instructed to advertise for furni- 
ture for the two. new schools, to be furnished 
by the Ist of January.

Gentlemen :—Your 
secretary, Major W.F. Slaton, has done me the 
honor to deliver to me acopy of the resolutions 
passed at the late meeting of the board of educa- 
tion of Atlanta, in which you refer to the fact that 
on account of my bad health I have been unable 
for some time past to attend the meetings of the 
board; and after some complimentary remarks on 
the character of the services which I have rend- 
ered in connection with the board, you express the 
syinpathy of the board to me in my affliction, 
and request that I favor you with a portrait of 
myself, to be placed in the office of the board of 
education. 

For your expression of confidence andsympathy, 
and your flattering reference to my services in con- 
nection with the board, I tender my sincere thanks, 
and for the honor you propose to do me in placing 
y portrait in the office of the board of education, 
I feel under the greatest possible opligation.

Mr. Gibson offered a substitute for the rice 
paragraph fixing the duty on clean rice at 2 
cents per pound ; on uncleaned_rice at 1} cents;

Notwithstanding the protests of Mr. Turver, 
of New York, and Mr. McClammy, of North 
Carolina, the speaker directed the clerk to pro- 
ceed with the roll call. 

The decision of the chair was sustained— 
yeas, 130; nays, 46. ; 

The lard bill was then passed—yeas, 126; 
nays 31, the clerk counting a quorum. 

THE CANNON RESOLUTION BROUGHT UP. 

The question of the Cannon resolution was 
again brought forward by a personal explana- 
tion from Mr. Williams, of Illinois, one of the 
gentlemen mentioned in the preamble. He 
was proceeding to comment upon Mr. Can- 
nonu’s action as a member of the committee on 
rules, when he was called toorder by the 
speaker, who requested that he confine him- 
se]f to a question of personal privilege. 

Mr. Cannon—Let him goon; he doesn’t 
hurt anybody. 

The speaker replied that it was not a ques- 
tion as to whether anybody was hurt or not; 
it was a question of consumption of public 
time. 

Mr. Boatner, ot Louisiana, rising to a ques- 
tion of versonal privilege, said that 
he had wei included in the © black 
list.

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, called atten- 
tion tothe scene in the house yesterday, and 
suggested 
altercation should be allowed an opportunity

THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 

The house then, under special order, pro- 
ceeded to the consideration ef the bill cousti- 
tuting eight hours a day’s work forall laborers, 
workmen and mechanics employed by or on 
behalf of the government, or by contractors 
doing work or furnishing material for the 
governinent, and providing penalties for a vio- 
lation of its provisions. 

Brief remarks were made by Messrs. Con- 
nell, Odel!, Atkinson of West Virginia, Cutch- 
eon, Caldwell, Wade, Reilly, Vaux, Flower, 
Cummings, Butterworth, McComas, Morey, 
McKinley, Lawler, Farquhar, Mutchler and 
others. 

Mr. Cutcheon moved to strike out the 
clause providing that no contractor shall per- 
mit any laborer to work more than eight 
hours. Agreed to—yeas 87, nays 52. 

On motion of Mr. McComas an amendment 
was adopted striking out the clause requiring 
contracts for furnishing material to the gov- 
ernment to be on the basis of the eight- 
hour law. 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr. Henderson, of lowa, submitted the con- 
ference report on the bill for the relief of suf- 
ferers in Oklahoma, and it was agreed to. 

The senate ccncurrent resolution was agreed 
to authorizing the board having the matter in 
charge to select another site for the Lafayette 
statue to be erected in Washington. 

The house adjourned. 


THE DUTY ON RICE. 


The Senate Gets Through With Several 
Pages of the Tariff Bill. 
WASHINGTON, August 28.—The resolution 
heretofore offered by Senator Bate for the sus- 
pension of the workin erecting the Lafayette 
statue on the site selected in Lafayette square. 
was taken up. After the discussion Mr. Bate 


modified the resolution so as to direct the 


selection of another site for the statue, and it 
was adopted. 
STILL PATCHING THE TARIFF. 

The tariff bill :was taken up. Mr. Aldrich, 
from the finance comuiittee, gave notice of 
two amendments he would offer to the bill, and 
which were read for information. One of the 
amendments isin the shape ofa new section, 
stating that exemptions from the duty 
of sugar, coffee, molasses, tea and 
hides are made _ with a view to 
secure reciprocal trade with countries prodtce 
ing these articles, and it authorizes the pres- 


‘ident to suspend, by proclamation, the pro- 


visions of law for the free introduction of 
sugar, molasses, coilee, tea and hides, products 
of countries whose laws may be reciprocally 
unequal and unjust. The duties on sugar are 
to be fixed as under the existing law, the duty 
on coffee isto be 3 cents per pound, on tea 
10 cents per pound and on hides 14 cents per 
pound. The secondamendment is a proviso 
to the first paragraph, and subjects fish to a 
duty ofonly 14 cents per pound when exported

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 28.—The stock market 
today exhibited a strong tone, and material re- 
coveries were made of the losses of yesterday, 
though in but few markets are final changes of 
special importance. The news of the day was 
almost uni‘ormly of an encouraging nature, ¢8- 
pecially that in relation to strikes, though money 
was a little dear, and the impression that it will 
work closer for the remainder of the week acted 
as a restricting element on purchases. The news 
of the practical failure of the stockyards strike 
in Chicago made Rock Island a favorite, and it 
displayed more strength than any stock in the 
recular list, outside of a few specialties, which are 
advanced by circumstances peculiar to themselves. 
Sugar Refi neries,after an early decline, was rather 
sharply advanced, but the rest of the unlisted de- 
partment was practically dead, notwithstanding 
the efforts to boom Lead. Silver was stronger but 
dull, and in the afternoon New England made one 
of its sharp advances on an increased business, 
without apparently affecting the remainder of the 
list in any way, and Hocking Valley came to the 
front with a sharp advance, said to be based upon 
the very excellent showing of earnings for the 
past’six months, a gain of 44 per cent being made 
over those of last year. Louisville and Nashville 
was a tavorite of foreigners and displayed stub- 
born strength, which carried it up materially be- 
fore the close of the day. There was heavy cov- 
ering in Rock Island, but renewed sales for short 
account late in the day neutralized most of the 
improvement. Union Pacific, which was sold by 
Boston yesterday, was bought back again today, 
when there was a certainty that the failure there 
would not result inany stock coming upon the 
market. Traders realized an advancein the last 
hour, but selling failed to cause any material re- 
action, and the close was steady at ashade under 
the best prices, while the undertone Wa still firm.

Features of the Speculative Movement in
